THERE'LL BE A HOT TIME IN THE TOWN HALL | 


Next Monday night, it seems, is to he Street 
Betterment Night, in the Town Hall, at the Sel- 
ectmen's meeting. Several groups are planning} 
to descend upon the Selectmen and ask a few! 
questions like HOW, and WHY and HOW COME? ' 

Among the streets to be represented are Del | 
Drive and Walker Street. 

Del Drive was completed four vears ago, but | 
the plan was filed only last “arch. The resi- | 
dents have just learned what it is going tol 
cost them, and are up in arms. According to in- 
confirmed reports the prices are way "up in the | 
air". 

Walker Street is one of those problems that | 
have just been "bumped" along. 

The street was finished two years ago, and 
Since then, every time it rains, it is full of 
water. It is even worse in the winter time, 
Last winter there was 10 and 12 inches of water 
on the street, and residents had the choice of 
leaving their cars on Main Street, or starting 
off in the morning with wet brake drums, and 
take chances on accidents. ' 

The chances are that the Selectmen, Monday, ; 
will adjourn to the cellar, where everyone will 
have room to have a seat and get his complaint 
off his chest. 


100% VALUATIONS AND WHAT IT MEANS 


The chances are very good that the Board of 
Assessors of Wilmington will shortly announce 
that real estate valuations will shortly be at 
the rate of 100%, instead of 50°. 

No announcement has been mace, but the as- | 
sessors are busy going over the cards, and in 
light of the so-called Springfield Decision of 
the Supreme Court, last year, it would seem lo- 
gical that (1) a change is being made, and (2) 
it will be to the 1007 valuation. 

For the average taxpayer this will make lit- 
tle difference in the amount of money paid on, 
(for instance) a home. To certain ones, how- 
ever, this will mean an increase in the monies 
paid to the town. 

Some taxpayers are allowed an abatement, by 
the Commonwealth, for certain reasons. Widows, 
for instance, if over 65, under certain circum- 
stances, can have an abatement on the first 
$2,000 valuation, as can Disabled Veterans, 
providing of course, they comply with the law. 

To illustrate, assume that a modest home is | 
worth $10,000, and there is such a home in a} 
town with 100% valuation, in a town of 50% val- 
tation, and in a town of 33% valuation.

Generally speaking, 
three homes would pay the taxes 
rates in the three towns varied in proportion 
to the assessed rates. 

Thus, if the first town had a 100 
and the rate was $50, if the second town had a 
50° valuation, and the rate was $100, and the 
third tom had a 33° valuation, and a rate of 
$150, the taxpayer in each ease would be paying 
about $500. 

A person with a $2000 abatement, in the 
first town, would pay on $8,000, or $400. In 
the second town he would pay on 50% less 
or $3000, and the taxes would amount to 
In the third town he would pay on 33 
$2000, or $200. 

Thus it will be seen, it is advantageous for 
people who are entitled to abatements, to live 
in towns that have a 50%, or 33% assessment, 
rather than a 100° assessment, or, to put it 
differently, Wilmington (50°), or Tewksbury, 
(337 in some parts) rather than Andover (90%). 

The chances are, as reported,
